The students of Strathcona High School 
respectfully dedicate the sixteenth 
edition of TRICOLOR to Mr. G. H. 
Clark in this his year of retirement. 


Born in Ontario, but a native of Alberta since 1912, Mr. Clark has had 
truly varied and colorful experiences. When he was a very young man, he 
apprenticed as a woodworker, but, unsatisfied with that occupation, he spent 
an eventful year in Denver working as an undertaker. Then he took a busi- 
ness course, and shortly after began studying for the Methodist ministry. 
Changing his mind again, he entered the U. of A. in 1914. His service to 
his country interrupted his studies there. He joined the P.P.C.L.I.’s during 
World War | and was shipped overseas. While in France he was wounded 
in the arm and hand, and so brought back to Canada. After a year of con- 
valescing, he was married in 1918 and returned to his studies at the univer- 
sity, where he graduated as a teacher. In 1922 he was first admitted to the 
city teaching staff and since has taught at Namao, the Technical School, 
King Edward Junior High, and Strathcona, remaining at the latter for ten 
years. Thirty-three years of teaching is a worthy record for any man. He 
declares that he has taught one generation and their children, but he refuses 
to teach their grandchildren. 


Mr. Clark has many hobbies which fill his ‘‘spare’’ time. He has often 
been heard to say ‘’My work interferes with my hobbies’’. His powershop, 
where he makes furniture, picture frames and other woodwork, is a constant 
source of relaxation and enjoyment. His talent for art is apparent in the 
beautiful paintings he has done. 


We, who have had Mr. Clark instruct us, are truly grateful for his kind 
help and guidance and his friendliness. Now, after this eventful career he 
is officially retiring from teaching with this 1954 term.
